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24  HOUR  PARIETALS 
BOTH  VIEWS 


For  almost  a  year  now,  the 
New  Women's  Residence  Hall 
has  been  trying  to  get  a  policy  of 
twenty-four  hour  parietals  for 
the  weekends.  After  much  time 
and  energy,  the  dorm's  proposal 
is  finally  up  before  the  All 
College  Council.  Presented  here 
are  the  pro's  and  con's  which  are 
also  being  presented  to  the  A.  C.

On  Thursday,  October  5, 
"97.2,  every  member  of  the  New 
Women's  Residence  Hall  (4Q5) 
turned  in  a  parietal  survey  sheet. 
This  survey  was  completely 
secret  so  that  the  girls  did  not 
have  to  feel  pressured  into 
voting  a  particular  way.  The 
results  were  as  follows:  100% 
voted  for  24-hour  parietals  on 
weekends,  that  is,  parietal  hours 
starting  at  5  p.m.  on  Fridays  and 
ending  at  12  midnight  on 
Sundays.  For  weekday  hours, 
there  were  11  girls  who  voted 
for  the  present  hours  of  7  p.m.  - 
11  p.m.,  and  the  remaining  394 
girls  voted  for  either  the  24-hour 
parietals  during  the  week,  or  for 
the  hours  of  5  p.m.  •  12 
midnight.  Thus,  we  decided 
that  the  hours  of  5  p.m.  -  12 
midnight  on  Mondays  through 
Thursdays  are  most  suitable  to 
the  residents'  interests.  We  are 
requesting,  therefore,  that  our 
present  parietal  hours  of  7  p.m.  - 

11  p.m.  Mondays  through 
Thursdays,  Fridays  7  p.m.  -  2 
a.m.,  Saturdays  12  noon  -2  a.m. 
,  and  Sundays  12  noon  -  12 
midnight  be  extended  to  the 
following: 

Monday  •  Thursday:  5  p.m.  - 

12  midnight 

Friday  5  p.m.  •  Sunday  12 
midnight  (and  on  a  3-day 
weekend  the  hours  of  Friday  5 
p.m.  -  Monday  12  midnight.) 

We  believe  we  have  a  purpose 
and  legitimate  reasons  for 
requesting  extended  parietal 
hours.  To  begin  with,  there  is  a 
con  venienoe  factor .  As  the 
male-female  ration  on  campus  is 
very  uneven,  many  female 
residents  wish  to  see  male 
friends  from  home  on  weekends. 
Problems  arise  when  the  present 
parietal  hours  end.  It  is  difficult 
to  invite  a  male  friend  to 
Fitchburg  and  have  no  place  for 
him  to  stay  overnight,  or  ask 
him  to  drive  home  at  a  late  hour. 
Many  girls  feel  it  is  not  worth 
inviting  someone  to  visit  under 
these  conditions,  vet  by  not 
doing  so,  they  are  prevented  the 
opportunity  of  normal  social 
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C.  With  this,  you  can  decide 
whether  the  idea  is  feasable  or 
not.  The  pro's  are  presented  by 
the  committee  in  the  new  dorm, 
headed  by  Oebbie  Jackal;  the 
con's  were  presented  to  Dr. 
O'Neill  of  the  A.  C.  C.  and 
researched  by  William 
Fitzgibbon.  Dean  of  Students.

In  response  to  your  request,  I 
have  marshalled  some  reasons 
against  allowing  twenty-hour 
visitation  privileges  in  the 
residence  halls. 

A  brief  history  of  the  situation 
would  seem  to  be  in  order. 
Fitchburg  State  College  has  had 
requests  for  open  visitation 
privileges  over  the  past  several 
years.  Basic  policy  has  been  to 
have  halls  open  evenings  Sunday 
through  Thursday  until  1 1 :00 
p.m.  or  midnight  and  until  2:00 
A.M.  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays. 
This  seems  adequate  to  meet  the 
requests  for  opportunities  for 
studying  together  and  social 
activities  {hopefully,  not 
disturbing  to  those  who  do  not 
participate.)  For  the  Winter 
Carnival  Weekend  of  February, 
1972,  weekend  open-house  was 
approved  by  the  faculty  and 
initiated  with  some  faculty 
participation  and  added  security 
protection.  After  refusal  of  the 
Administration  to  grant 
permission  for  a  High  Rise  Winter 
Weekend  open-house  in 
December,  1 972,  students 
gained  a  hearing  at  an  All 
College  Council  meeting  and  the 
open-house  was  recommended 
and  granted  reluctantly  by  the 
Administration.  A  subsequent 
request  for  the  February,  1973 
Winter  Carnival  Weekend  was 
granted  on  the  grounds  of 
precedent.  The  same  has  been 
recommended  for  the  upcoming 
Junior  Weekend  on  the  same 
basis  of  precedent. 

The  current  request  for  Open 
Visitation  every  weekend  in  the 
New  Hall  must  be  considered  as 
affecting  all  residence  halls  and 
is  the  source  of  the  following 
concerns: 

1 .  State  supported  institutions 
in  particular  must  emphasize  the 
necessity  of  observing  all  state 
laws.  Legally,  a  residence  hall  is 
a  lodging  house.  There  is  no 
reason  apparent  to  permit  types 
of  occupancy  in  a  hall  which 
would  be  frowned  upon,  or 
illegal,  in  a  lodging  house.

Regardless    of    the    medium   he 

writes    in    (folk,   blues,   ballads, 

etc.)    McLean   brings  something 

new,    and    from    then    on    the 

'medium  is  never  quite  the  same. 

Don  McLean  is  a  performer  of 

distinct    artistry    wnu    evokes   a 

mood     through     the     delicate 

balance  of  lyric  and  instrumental 

interpretation.    He    sings    about 

the  life  we  lead  everyday,  and  he 

has  a   compassion  for  what  he 

sees.  He  is  as  humorous  as  he  is 

serious,    and    his    honesty    and 

spontaneous  comment  are  truly 

refreshing.  Don  has  to  "act"..  He 

is     real     and     his     music     and 

presentation  spring  from  what's 

on   his   mind   at   the  time,  and 

because      it's     so     real     his 

performance   is  as   powerful   as 

truth. 


Don  is  singing  and  writing 
about  America  with  the  hope  of 
seeing  it  survive  the  years  ahead. 
He  has  hitchhiked  and  sung  his 
way  through  56  towns  along  the 
Hudson  Valley  as  well  as 
through  other  states.  His 
background  "centers  around  the 
164  year  old  town  of  Cold 
Spring-on-Hudson  and  he  has 
been  long  associated  with  the 
Hudson  River  Sloop  (having 
crewed  on  the  maiden  voyage 
from  Maine  to  New  York  in 
1969  while  singing  as  a  member 


of  The  Sloop  Singers  on  27 
stops).  "I  live  here  because  it's 
close  to  nature.  I  like  natural 
things  and  I  need  the  solitude  of 
this  valley  to  remind  me  that  I'm 
still  an  individual.  American  i'i*e: 
is  so  crowded  and  hectic  that  we 
tend  to  forget  our  individuality 
More  people  ought  to  move  to 
the  banks  of  the  Hudson."  "I  try 
as  best  as  I'm  able  to  raise 
money  for  the  things  I  believe 
in.  I'm  working  for  numerous 
ecology  organizations  as  well  as

Fitchburg  State  now  has  a 
radio  program.  WEIM  in 
connection  with  Dr.  Michael  A. 
Siega I  of  our  Speech 
Department,  and  various 
freshmen  from  Dr.  Siega  I's 
classes,  have  put  together  a  half 
hour  talk  show  every  Sunday. 
The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to

the  program  is  scheduled  to  run 
every  Sunday  during  the  school 
semesters  at  9:30  a.m.  on  WEIM 
(1280  on  the  AM  dial)  and 
hopes  are  to  continue  the 
program  during  the  summer 
months.

receiving  no  academic  credit  for 

the   new  project.

In  spite  of  the  name,  the 
evening  is  planned  for  the 
benefit  of  the  voting  students.  I 
was  surprised  that  it  was 
scheduled  for  Science  Lecture 
Hall  since  that  room  can  hold  a 
small  fraction  of  the  student 
body.  But  the  schedulers  knew 
what  they  were  doing:  I  joined  a 
handful  of  students  in  the  seats, 
(well,  two  handfuls)  (including 
the  candidates) 

I  came  to  heckle  the 
candidates.  Angered  by  the 
"Vote  For  Me"  placards 
papering  the  campus,  I  came  to 
ask  "WJJY?!"  It  occurred  to  me 
that  voters  should  be  required  to 
state  an  ideological  reason  for 
their  choices  before  casting 
ballots,  to  screen  out  blatant 
''popularity''  and 
mass-name-exposure  elements: 
but  then  no  one  could  vote. 

So  I  came  to  hear  what  the 
candidates  would  say.  For 
awhile  I  heard  "I  think  I  did  a 
good  job  this  year,  and  I  want  to 
do  another  good  job  next  year." 
(But  do  I  think  you  did  a  good 
job?  How  can  I  tell  when  you 
don't  say  what  you  did,  or  how 
you  voted!1!  Here  anff  tnere  a 
spark  of  possible  interest:  ^'spirit 
in  the  school",  "togetherness" 
(The  whole  US  is  striving  for 
solidarity,  substant  ia  I 
participation.  Raise  an  issua,  - 
fight  for  it!  If  others  believe  in  it 
they'll  join  you  and  that's 
solidarity!)  There  are  two 
opposed  candidate  for  the  SGA 
presidency  —  with  platforms! 
{well,  one  plank  anyway,  and 
tthat's  a  start)  The  positions  seem 
to  be  Efficiency  of  Student 
Government  (to  accomplish 
what?)  versus  Legitimate 
Representation  of  the  Student 
Body.  Questions  to  the 
candidates  led  us  into  a 
discussion  of  the  situation:  so 
few  voters  present,  so  little  for 
voters  to  oppose  or  agree  with, 
or  ask  questions  about.  It  was 
exciting  -  we  discussed  and 
argued  (and  got  a  little  mad, 
too,  I  bet.)  Part  way  through  the 
moderator  got  a  little  miffed  -  I 
guess  because  he  wasn't  getting 
to  do  any  moderating  --  and 
tried  to  call  the  meeting  off,  but 
we  were  into  it  by  then  and 
rebuked  him  for  his  suggestion. 
Candidates  defensively  listed 
committees  they  had  sat  on  and 
dances,  concerts  they  worked 
on.  Dances  and  concerts!  I  was 
insulted  that  these  are 
considered  issues!  What  about 
civil  rights,  rights  of  the 
handicapped,  politics  on 
campus,  students'  right  to  get 
into  their  own  required  courses? 
Communication  was  cited  as  a 
problem.  I  learned  that  SGA 
minutes  are  posted  on  all  the 
over-grown  bulletin  boards  I  try 
not  to  look  at.  "Read  minutes"  I 
wrote  to  myself.  I  suggested  that 
the  Cycle  had  lousy  coverage. 
Others  seemed  to  blame  the 
quality  of  reading,  There  was 
alot  of  talk  about  apathy. 

Let's  put  apathy  in  its  place: 
apathy  is  the  natural  state  of  a 
group  of  people.  And  the  people 
one  starts  with  aren't  any 
different  from  any  other  group 
of  people  —  we  have  the  same 
apathy  that  every  other  campus 


started  with.  Sometimes 
apathy's  a  good  symptom  of 
general  contentment,  sometimes 
it  means  people  don't  know 
what  the  situation  is.  They  will 
remain  apathetic  until 
conditions  become  so 
uncomfortable  that  they 
demand  some  knowledge,  or 
until  someone  makes  them  sit  up 
and  listen.  One  way  to  make 
people  sit  up  and  listen  is  to  say 
something  worth  listening  to. 

We  also  heard  how  hard  it  is  to 
get  anything  done  in  office,  the 
power  hassles,  being  blocked, 
the  lack  of  student  support. 
That's  what  public  office  is  all 
about,  as  far  as  I  can  see  —  it's  a 
game  to  get  people  to  act.  If  you 
believe  something's  good  for 
your  constituency,  find  a  way  to 
get  it  across  to  them;  if  you  can 
not  get  support  for  a  stand,  find 
one  that  does  interest  the 
students  -  that's  representation. 
We  were  hit  with  all  the  good 
motives,  too,  ^nd  iiuw 
everything  still  can't  go 
according  to  plan  (in  this  case, 
announcing  films  or  asking  what 
group  the  students  want  and 
then  being  unable  to  produce 
them).  Don't  get  me  wrong, 
good  motives  are  ducky  but  it 
only  stands  to  reason  that  if  we 
decide  on  something  only  to  be 


disappointed  we're  not  going  to 
be  very  enthusiastic  next  time 
we're  asked.  Let  the  kids  shout 
"Chicago"  when  they're  asked 
about  groups  -  it  doesn't  hurt 
anyone.  It's  unrealistic  for 
student  leaders  to  think  they 
should  refrain  from  calling 
impossible  -  the  students  know 
darn  well  they're  not  going  to 
get  Chicago  and  it's  an  insult  to 
them  to  think  they're  serious. 

"Well  anyway  how  come 
you're  not  running?!"  Because 
I'm  not  willing  to  put  up  with 
hassles  of  public  office  right  now 
-  because  I  want  to  be  treated  as 
a  concerned  voter  as  is  my  right. 
Because  if  there  aren't  some 
intelligent  .concerned  voters  left 
to  be  represented,  why  elect 
anyone?  Because  from  having 
been  on  that  side  of  the  fence,  I 
know  that  the  interest  of  the 
constituency  is  the  most 
valuable  aid  anyone  can  give  to 
those  in  public  office.  To  be  a 
conscientious  voter  I  had  to 
forcibly  overcome  by  despairing 
reaction  to  those  obnoxious 
"Elect"  signs  and  attend  that 
meeting.  Give  us  something  to 
oppose,  or  something  to 
support,  and  by  gum  we'll  react,

Fitchburg  State  awarded 
10-year  accreditation         On  the  road  with  the  FSC  Band 


Fitchburg  State  College  was 
awarded  a  full  ten-year  term  of 
accreditation  asa  general  purpose 
institution  to  the  New  England 
Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  at  the 
group's  December  meeting. 

The  college  was  one  of  only 
six  institutions  of  higher 
education  in  New  England  to  be 
voted  the  longest  accreditation 
^^J^nod  ..which  the  association 
how  can  wijhope  to  ir-hburg's  first 
ffaTTTcoTrimendation . 

The  Association  also  asked 
Fitchburg  to  submit  a  progress 
report  on  its  graduate  program 
in  June,  1976. 

In  a  letter  to  Pres.  James  J. 
Hammond  announcing  its 
decision,  the  New  England 
Association's  Commission  on 
institutions  of  Higher  Education 


stated : 

"The  Commission  commends 
Fitchburg  State  on  the 
continued  strengthening  of  the 
q  uality  of  its  faculty;  the 
involvement  of  administration, 
faculty  and  students  in 
governance  through  the 
All-College  Council;  the 
significant  improvements  in  its 
physical  plant,  especialy  the  new 
teaching  center  and  library;  and 
the  continued  overall  excellence 
of  its  areas  of  special  emphasis." 

In  addition  to  New  England 
Association  accreditation,  full 
a  ccreditation  has  also  been 
granted  by  the  National  League 
for  Nursing  and  the  National 
Council  for  Accreditation  of 
Teacher  Education. 


Aubuchon  elected 
Chairman  of  trustees 


William  E.  Aubuchon,  Jr.  of 
Fitchburg  was  elected  chairman 
of  the  State  College  Board  of 
Trustees  at  its  January  meeting, 
succeeding  Howard  C.  Smith  of 
Becket,  whose  term  on  the 
board  has  expired. 

Mrs.  Sylvia  K.  Burack  of 
Brookline  was  chosen  as 
vice-chairman  of  the  board 
which   governs  the  eleven  state 


college  system  enrolling  30,000 
fulltime  and  45,000  parttime 
students  with  an  annual  budget 
of  $48  million. 

Aubuchon,  president  of  the 
William  E.  Aubuchon  Co.,  is  the 
only  remaining  original  member 
of  the  state  college  board  who 
was  appointed  when  the  board 
was  first  established  under  the 
Willis-Harrington   Act   of    1965.

Welch,  who  previously 
was  associated  with  one  of  the 
country's  most  successful  debate 
squads  at  the  University  of 
Vermont,  finds  working  with 
Fitchburg  Debaters  most 
gratifying. 

"Let's  face  it,"  Welch  goes  on, 
we're  underdogs  when  we  enter 
these  tournaments.  We  compete 
in  the  big  leage  of  intercollegiate 
debate.  We  seldom  ever  compete 
with  another  Massachusetts 
State  College.  We've  been  against 
all  the  prestigious  colleges  at  one 
time  or  ianother  -  Dartmouth, 
West  Point,  Columbia] 
University  of  Vermont.

The  recent  trip  to  Genesco, 
New  York  provides  a  good 
illustration  of  the  sweetness  of 
which    Professor   Welch   speaks. 


Fitchburg  bested  opponents 
from  Alfred  University,  Syracuse 
University,  SUNY  at  Brockport, 
and  SUNY  at  Genesco..  Patricia 
Profit  narrowly  missed  receiving 
an  outstanding  speaker  citation. 
Debbie  Crafts,  a  blind  girl,  was 
the  talk  of  the  tournament.  As  a 
Syracuse  boy  put  it,  "She  tore 
my  case  to  shreds." 


Between  the  marked  progress 
of  veteran  debater  Larry 
LeBlanc,  the  enthusiasm  of 
newcomer  Walter  Streigle,  and 
the  polished  performances  of  Pat 
Profit  and  Debbie  Crafts,  there 
was  ample  reason  for  Coach 
Welch  to  feel  confident.  But 
why  "the  most  rewarding 
experience  with  a  group  of 
de  baters  in  my  life"?  As 
Professor  Welch  puts  it,  "I 
suddenly  realized  how 
intercollegiate  debate  has  made 
Debbie  Crafts  a  very  happy  girl. 
That  alone  made  the  weekend  so 
rewarding.  That  alone  made  the 
hours  of  preparation,  the  loss  of 
sleep,  and  the  more  than  800 
miles  of  driving  worthwhile."

AN  INTERVIEW  WITH  MR .  HEBB 


Mr.  Douglas  Hebb  has  been  a 
history  teacher  at  Fitchburg 
State  for  seven  years.  During  this 
time,  he  has  become  a  highly 
controversial  person  because  his 
various  ideas  on  a  variety  of 
^subjects;.  (This  interview  took 
ptaoe  or  March  5,  1973) 

Mr.  Hebb:  "After  trying 
several  ways,  I  admit  that  I  am 
confused  about  the  pursuit  of 
hard  line  evaluation.  There  is  a 
great  necessity  of  being 
evaluated  honestly,  and  the 
primary  way  to  achieve  this 
evaluation  is  by  the  professor 
employing  a  variety  of  hard  line, 
definite  requirements.  As  you 
know,  I  have  a  large  percentage 
of  withdrawals  because,  I  tend 
to  employ  the  requirements,  but 
I  have  found  that  from  the 
students  who  kept  to  my  class,  I 
have  received  a  better 
involvement.  I  try  to  present  a 
challenge  to  the  student  in  hopes 
that  many  will  accept  it,  and  I've 
found  that  those  who  have 
•stuck  to  it  have  grown 
tremendously.  When  students 
realize  that  I  mean  what  I  say 
about  the  necessity  of  working 
in  my  courses,  many  withdraw 
because  they  may  not  be  able  to 
commit  the  time  I  require  for 
my  courses  beca.Ve~6T  outside 
stimuli. 

—-,':* —  year*  d9°  ^s  manv 
students  know,  I  tried  dropping 
the  'D.'  It  was  done  after  a 
couple  of  years  of  considerable 
thought.  I  felt  that  the  'D'  was  a 
last  resort  of  a  professor  to 
escape  the  responsibility  of 
failing_  a  student,  i  fett  it  was  an 
honest  way  to  bring  the  students 


up  to  the  challenge.  At  the  end 
of  that  semester,  I  had  to  drop 
my  personal  experiment  because 
of  the  pressures  of  various 
people  and  the  fact  that 
supposedly,  a  new  reformed 
grading  system  was  to  come  to 
the  college.  As  you  can  see,  it 
still  hasn't  come  about. 

I  would  like  to  experiment 
with  a  more  lenient  marking 
system  using  more  written 
exercises  to  provide  the  student 
with  more  examples  of  his 
capacity  as  compared  to  other 
students  in  the  same  course." 

CYCLE:  "What  do  you  think 
of  the  'Point  5'  system,  'A,  B,  C, 
D,  F'  system,  or  'Pass/Fail'?" 

Mr.  Hebb:  "With  an  essay 
approach  as  my  course  is,  it  is 
very  hard  to  distinguish  +  and  -, 
so  the  point  5  system  would  be 
practically  useless.  As  the  system 
stands  now,  it  is  easier  for  me  to 
distinguish  the  excellent  work 
from  the  inferior  performances. 
If  a  student  was  taking  a  history 
course  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  some  General 
Education  requirement,  I  would 
rather  see  a  Pass/Fail  scale  but  I 
definitely  would  change  the  pass 
point  to  around  75.  If  a  student 
was  taking  a  history  course  and 
was  a  history  major,  I'd  again 
employ  a  Pass/Fail  but  would 
want  gradations  such  as 
excellent,  good,  ipoor  —  as 
degrees  of  the  performances  of 
the  student." 

CYCLE:  "Do  you  believe  in 
the  idea  of  the  Constitution 
exam  and  in  the  idea  of  taking 
another  course  to  offset  the 
requirement?" 


Mr.  Hebb:  "The  requirement  is 
worthy  in  terms  of  the 
Democracy.  It  would  be 
adviseable  that  all  educated 
people  know  a  bit  about  the 
Constitutions  of  our  country,  so 
the  intent  seems  to  be  a  good 
in  terms  of  society.  However, 
the  intent  has  not  been  carried 
out  in  equal  honesty  on  all  the 
State  College  campuses.  About 
1/2  of  the  State  Colleges  provide 
some  form  of  instructional 
opportunity  in  answering  the 
requirement  in  terms  of  taking 
the  exam.  Half  simply  ignore  the 
law  and  make  no  requirement. 
As  far  as  I  am  personally 
concerned,  either  the  law  is  a 
good  one  and  therefore,  we  need 
to  recognise  it  and  provide  an 
honest  instructional 
opportunity,  or  throw  the  thing 
out.  A  multiple  choice  exam  and 
the  ability  to  repeat  the  exam  as 
often  as  one  requires  it  is  less 
than  an'  honest  educational 
exposure.  Taking  a  course'  to 
exempt  oneself  from  the  exam  is 
also  less  than  honest.  I  would 
either  opt  for  dropping  the 
requirement,  and  I  have  no 
quarrel  with  that,  or  set  up  a 
coarse  labelled,  designed  tu 
provide  a  learning  experience  ir, 
p  r  e  p a  r  a  f i' on '  t o' 'r  ™t'T' e 
examingation."  ' 

CYCLE:  "Would  that 
eliminate  the  ability  to  take 
government  or  U.  S.  History  to 
offset  requirement?'" 

Mr.  Hebb:  "I  could  see  no 
honesty  in  offering  other 
alternatives.     Taking     another 


course  that  may  or  may  not 
re  late  d  irect  ly  to  the 
Constitutional  requirement 
provides  a  totally  different  type 
of  experience.  Either  the  intent 
of  the  law  to  require  a 
constitutional  experience  is  a 
good  one  and  therefore  be  met 
with  all  the  facilities  and 
know-how  of  the  educational 
institution  or  it  should  be 
abandoned.  Let's  face  the 
challenge  honestly." 

CYCLE:  "It  is  known  that  you 
teach  U.  S.  History  I  and  II. 
What  other  course  do  you 
teach?" 

Mr.  Hebb:  "I  teach  an  elective 
in  the  social  and  intellectual  area 
called,  'American  Social  and 
Intellectural  History." 

CYCLE:  "Do  you  believe  in 
the  survey  courses.?" 

Mr.  Hebb:  "I  think  it  provides 
an  essential  service  for  many 
students.  The  survey  course  can 
be  a  means  whereby  a  history 
major  gets  oriented  in  terms  of 
his  professional  area." 

CYCLE:  "What  do  you  think 
has  happened  in  the  last  seven 
years  within  the  college  -and  do 
you  think  that  it  is  getting 
better?" 

Mr.  Hebb:  "The  scene  is 
changing.  There  are  a  lot  of 
experiments  uhdef'-way  "in  terms 
of  individual  field  approaches. 
To  expect  dramatic  overnight 
changes  is  asking  a  lot  of  a 
conservative  institution  like  the 
academic  world,  but  these 
revolutions  are  going  on.  One  of 
the  most  encouraging  trends  is 
the  growth  of  the  shared 
governments     experience.     The

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democratic  state  is  showing  up 
in  the  academic  arena  The 
Faculty  and  the  students  are 
now  receiving  more  of  an 
a  u  die  nee  at  the  college 
administration  level  and  at  the 
state  level  which  the  latter  is 
seriously  involved  in  the 
question  of  the  state  college's 
reason  for  being.  Career 
programs  as  compared  with 
professional  programs  are  much 
a  part  of  the  talking  atmosphere 
of  the  academic  community 
today.  Any  questioning  or 
challenging  of  the  structure  that 
brings  thought,  study,  action 
from  all  elements  of  the 
community  is  to  the  good. 

Something  serious  has  to  be 
done  to  meet  the  challenge  of 
mass  education  by  lightening  the 
number  of  courses  carried.  Too 
many  courses  at  one  time  can 
not  give  the  student  time  to  put 
his  emphasis  on  one  course  to 
make  it  an  effective  learning 
experience.  I  feel  that  there 
should  be  more  personal 
instruction  (which  would  limit 
the  number  of  students  that  a 
single  faculty  member  could 
handle  -  but  in  the  long  run  be 
more  effective.)  Three  hours  a 
week,  fifteen  weeks  per  semester 
with  thirty  other  students^has 
less  value  than  if  the^x^  "  . 
could  come  a  couple  of  iTSfars 
every  couple  of  weeks  to  review 
what  he  is  learning  on  his  own 
about  the  course.  The  way  my 
courses  are  set  up,  the  students 
must  come  to  my  office  to 
discuss  their  term  paper  topic 
(and  the  course  always  includes 
a  term  paper).  I  am  quite 
encouraged  by  the  positive 
attitudes  that  result  in  the  office 
involvement  and  plan  to 
continue  it. 

"I'm  hopeful,  optimistic, 
largely  because  it  is  by  nature  to 
believe  that  a  fight  is  worth 
while."

Dormitory    life    should    be    a 

learning  experience  for  college 

students.    It   is   contributory-  to 

team  ing     in     that     it     invo  Ives 

value-building.    The    dormitory 

student  should  be  assisted  in  his 

or  her  learning  and  development 

of   values   as  the   result   of  the 

college  life  experience.  Parietals 

can  be  a  part  of  this  experience. 

The  resident  is  able  to  develop 

responsibility  with  a  system  of 

extended  parietal  hours  as  he  or 

she  must  be  able  to  work  out  a 

d  ichotomy     between     personal 

freedom     and     the     corporate 

responsibility  of  group  living.  A 

resident     will     have     to     be 

responsible   to   handle  her  own 

life  style  within  the  confines  of 

the  group  and  the  framework  of 

the  institution. 

This  proposal  does  not  imply 
that  we  want  the  freedom  to  do 
exactly  what  we  want,  but 
rather,  it  shows  that  we  desire  a 
system  of  visitation  which 
involves  the  responsibility  of 
making  it  workand  meeting  the 
needs  and  purposes  set  forth.  If 
there  are  pw»w*"- -(  we  Would 
want  to  SS&P  the  parietal 
system  so  that  it  can  work  to  the 
advantage  of  all  residents  of  our 
dormitory. 

Frequent  evaluations  will  be 
made  by  Dorm  Council 
members,  Resident  Aides,  and 
the  Resident  Counselor  to  insure 
the  smooth  running  of  the  new 


hours.  If  a  questionable  situation 
should  occur,  the  dormitory 
Judicial  Board  will  deal  with  it 
and  if  necessary  the  extended 
hours  will  be  further  reviewed 
and  altered. 

With  the  new  system,  a  few 
different  procedures  will  be 
observed.  The  number  of  guests 
each  resident  may  sign  in  will  be 
limited  to  two  {2}  over  the 
weekends.  To  insure  that  the 
occupancy  limit  of  406  persons 
will  not  be  exceeded,  periodic 
counts  will  be  made.  On 
weekends  there  will  always  be  a 
Dorm  Council  member  on  call  in 
addition  to  two  parietal 
hostesses,  the  desk  worker,  two 
Resident  Aides  on  duty,  the 
Resident  Counselor  and  campus 
police.  If  the  Resident  Counselor 
is  not  in  for  the  weekend,  the 
Resident  Counselor  in  High  Rise 
will  be  available. 

As  this  request  involves  a 
change  of  present  policy,  various 
segments  of  the  campus 
community  were  consulted  and 
Informed  of  our  proposal. 
Members  of  the  committee  have 
met  many  times  with  Deans 
Keenan  and  Durant  and  with 
Pam  Hunt,  our  Resident 
Counselor,  concerning  the 
proposed  new  hours.  We 
succeeded  in  having  our  proposal 
approved  by  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Student  Welfare 
on  December  13,  1972,  and  the 
Faculty  Senate  approved  their 
decision  on  February  28,  1973. 
Coming  to  All  College  Council  is 
the  last  step  .to  be  taken.  We 
have  waited  patiently  and  . 
believe  that  sufficient  time  has 
gone  into  working  out  the 
details  of  a  successful  program. 
— Since_a  jiew-semester  began- in - 
January,  and  it  brought  some 
new  residents  to  our  hall,  we 
approached  them  with  our 
survey  sheets.  They  too,  voted 
unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
requested  hours. 

All  the  members  of  the  New 
Women's  Residence 'Hall  would 
like  the  opportunity  to  prove 
themselves  capable  of  handling 
the  extended  parietal  hours. 
They  realize  that  it  is  up  to  them 
whether  or  not  the  new  hours 
will  work  out  successfully.

6.  » The'  re'sults  of  a  recent 
extensive  survey  t  by  Eastern 
Illinois  University  published  in 
the  March  1973  issue  of  College 
Management  states  that  only  4% 
of  the  schools  in  the  study  with 
enrollments  of  3,500  or  below 
had  twenty-four  hour 
o  pen  -house,  and  only  25%N 
indicated  that  there  was  an 
open-house  for  a  limited  period 
of  time  on  each  day  of  the  week. 

7.  Security  on  campus  has  not 
been  as  effective  as  is  desirable. 
For  instance,  on  the  weekend  of 
March  25  and  26,  one  door  in 
the  New  Hall  was  found  propped 
open  five  times.  (The  alarm  is 
damaged.)  The  counter 
argument  that  there  will  be  no 
need  for  unauthorized  entry 
under  a  twenty-four-hour  open 
visitation  policy  seems  analogous 
to  proposals  to  abolish  any  rule 
that  is  notcompletelyeffectiveas 
opposed  to  finding  means  of 
making  it  so.  It  is  clear  that 
improved  security  measures  are 
needed  and  ways  of  paying  for  • 
therr)lrnuiLJiB4Qiiad-.4t-se8ms  to 
follow,  that  even  with  such 
measu/-es_taken,  enforcement  for 
part  of  a'  day  has  more 
likelihood  of  success  than 
attempted  enforcement  for 
twenty-four  hours  when  open 
traffic  is  permitted. 

8.  There  is  no  evidence,  to  my 
knowledge,  that  increased 
visitation  privileges  improves  the 
educational  climate,  at  a  college. 

I  believe  that  each  of  the 
preceding  points  is  relevant  and 
cannot  be  arbitrarily  dismissed. 
Those  who  favor  granting  the 
New  Hall  request,  after  careful 
examinaton  of  both  sides  of  the 
question,  must  be  prepared  to 
respond  adquately  to  the 
concerns  raised  above  and  to 
share  in  any  accountability  for 
the  results  of  their  action. 

These  are  the  views  from  both 
sides.

Four  international  Summer 
programs  for  state  college 
students  have  been  announced 
by  Dr.  Leonard  J.  Savignano, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Center 
for      International     Education. 


Maritime  Academy  on  Cape  Cod 
and  it  will  focus  on  Comparative 
Education.  This  workshop  will 
delve  into  education  on  a 
world-wide  scale,  looking  into 
the   various   approaches 


Three  of  these  courses  will   be  .  0f  such  countries  as  the  U.  S.  S. 


held  in  Spain,  Italy,  and  England 
and  will  focus  on  subject  matter 
which  is  unique  to  each  host 
country.  The  Spanish  program 
will  emphasize  contemporary 
Spanish  Literature,  the  Italian 
program  will  emphasize  Italian 
Art  masterpieces,  and  the 
English  program  will  emphasize 
British  Theater.  In  addition  to 
the  coursework,  however,  there 
will  be  excursions  to  relevant 
points  of  interest,  social  events, 
and  plenty  of  time  for 
independent  travel.  The  cost  of 
each  of  these  programs  will  be 
about  $900  including  room, 
board,  tu  it  i  ion,  and 
transportation.  Three  to  six 
graduate  or  undergraduate 
credits  will  be  awarded  for  each 
course. 

The  fourth  course  will  be 
offered     at    the     Massachusetts 


R-,  Great  Britain,  France  and 
Japan.  A  special  emphasis  will  be 
placed  upon  various  emerging 
nations  and  their  search  for  an 
educational  system  that  will 
meet  their  immediate  and  long 
range  needs.  The  cost  of  this 
course  is  $76  for  3  graduate 
credits.  Room  and  board  are 
available  and  the  dates  of  the 
course  are  August  20th  -31st. 

In  addition  to  these  Summer 
-Programs,  the  Center  for 
International  Education  is 
arranging  programs  for  January 
1974  and  for  the  Spring  and  Fall 
Semesters.  For  further 
information  write  to:  Allan 
Gehring,  Center  for 
International  Education,  Mass.

2.  The  college  is  not  limited  by 
legal  parameters  but  as  an 
educational  institution  must 
encourage  the  development  of  a 
healthy,  safe  place  to  live  and 
learn  for  resident  students. 

3.  Administrators  have  the 
additional  obligation  of 
discouraging  the  development  of 
a  climate  conducive  to  immoral 
conduct.  Also,  the  reputation  of 
the  students  and  the  college 
must  be  considered  for  a 
multiplicity  of  reasons. 

4.  To  allow  male  students  to 
visit,  could  well  provide  a  source 
of  anxiety  detrimental  to  the 
welfare  of  non-dating  students  as 
well  as  dating  students.
